Sludge disposal plant 
proposed for Wilmington 


A North Wilmington site has been 
named as one of 12 under 
consideration for a sludge disposal 
facility to be constructed by the 
Mass. Water Resources Authority. 

One owner of the site, however, 
said he knows nothing of the 
proposal 

The site named by the MWRA is 
on land owned by the Tambone 
Corporation and an adjacent parcel 
owned by Joseph Sciarappa 
Tambone is in the process of 
developing an industrial park off 
Ballardvale Street. Tony Tambone, 
Jr. said that the plans for the 
industrial park most certainly do 
not include a sludge plant 

The Sciarappa property, off 
Andover Suet, is presently zoned 
R60, There is a proposal in the 
works to seek rezoning to R20 - 
still residential but with smalier 
lots. It is the property which was 
proposed as a site for condominium 
development, turned down in the 
annual town meeting in April 

MWRA spokesman Len Cawley 
said that the site was one possible 


site being given staff recommenda- 
tion to the board of directors. The 
12 sites were chosen from 300 sites 
originally listed. 

The MWRA must develop a 
facility to handle 350 dry tons per 
day of residue from the Deer Island 
sewage treatment plant. The 
processes under consideration for 
the Wilmington site are composting 
and combustion. Composting 
would be done in enclosed 
chambers. Landfill is the other 
possible means of disposal, but is 
not being considered for the 
Wilmington site. The MWRA 
board has not yet selected the 
technology to be used. 

Should the facility be developed, 
the land would be taken by eminent 
domain. A lengthy hearing process 
will take place before any decision 
is rendered. 

Town Manager Buzz Stapczynski 
said the matter will be discussed by 
the selectnen in their upcoming 
meeting on Monday night. He 
expects the board to oppose the 
proposal.

A total of 52 volatile organic 
analyses were performed together 
with one priority pollutant analysis, 
and five sets of inorganic chemical 
analyses. 


The zone of influence was 
determined to extend, when the 
well is pumping, almost to Park 
Street on the north and to the 
Ipswich River on the southeast. 
Most of the industrial buildings 
along Fordham Road, according to 
the report, and along the north side 
of Concord Street are located in 
this zone. sf 

The major "plume," the report 
states, emanates from a source or 
sources southwest from the 
Stickney well. The General Electric 
facility, the report points out, is 
located "immediately upgradient" 
of the major plume, and is the 
subject of an ongoing DEQE 
mandated investigation to deter- 
mine the status of groundwater on 
the property. 

The maximum concentrations 
detected during the study were 
found at monitoring well No. 4,

Storage units proposed 
for Tewksbury site 


A 600-unit storage center is being 
proposed for a three-acre parcel of 
land on Main Street, Tewksbury 
opposite the present Heartland 
Food Warehouse. 

Formal plans for the project are 
expected to be filed later this week, 
but an informal discussion of the 
venture was held during Monday 
night's meeting of the Tewksbury 
Planning Board. Developer Chris 
Nolan said the presentation was 
being made to see what changes 
might be needed prior to formally 
filing for a site plan special permit. 

The storage center, Nolan told the 
board, is planned for 600 self- 
contained storage units, varying in 
size from roughly five by five feet, 
to as large as 20 by 30 feet. The 
storage center would be made up of 
five buildings of two stories each. 

Access to the compound will be 
through individual ten-digit code 
numbers, Nolan said, and the 
electronic gate at the entrance 
would record all traffic coming and 
going. The developer told the 
board that someone would be living

Charles Parisi. Only three of the 
acres are for use by the 
project, which will border Capital 
Avenue, an unbuilt street located 
off Route 38. 

No discussion was made of any 
traffic control improvements for 
the Main Street area. 

Nolan said he wanted to bring the 
project before the planning board 
for a public hearing at the August 
24 meeting 


Miceli agrees to 
co-sponsor pollution bill 


The best way to prevent pollution 
is to reduce the use of toxic 
chemicals in the first place - this 
was the message conveyed by 900 
Wilmington and Tewksbury resi- 
dents to Rep. Jim Miceli on July 22 

Meeting with Rep. Miceli at the 
home of Joan Sadowski in 
Wilmington, a delegation of 
concerned citizens presented him 
with a large book containing 900 
Clean S.T.A.M.P.s signed by 
Wilmington and Tewksbury 
residents. The Clean S.T.A.M.P.s 
(Substitute for Toxics to Avoid 
More Pollution) are postcard-sized 
statements urging Rep. Miceli to 
co-sponsor the MASSPIRG (the 
Massachusetts Public Interest 
Research Group) supported Toxics 
Use Reduction Act for 1988. 

Tewksbury resident Cathleen 
Gorman said, wer toxics means 
less toxic waste. Toxics use 
reduction makes sense as the most 
effective way to protect the 
environment and public health 
while removing the need for costly 
pollution control and hazardous 
waste disposal.” 

At the meeting, Rep. Miceli 


responded to the 900 Clean 
S.T.A.M.P.s by agreeing to to 
co-sponsor. Cathleen Gorman said 
that Rep. Miceli’s co-sponsorship 
of the Toxics Use Reduction Act 
would certainly contribute to. a 
successful legislative campaign. 
Toxics Use Reduction is a set of 
strategies that. businesses can 
employ to reduce or eliminate 
hazardous materials in their 
production process. These changes 
include replacing toxic substances 
with non-toxic ones, reusing and 
recycling chemicals that would 
otherwise have been discharged as 
hazardous waste, redesigning 
production to eliminate or recycle 
toxics, and reducing waste by 
increasing production efficiency.

Bill seeks 50 percent 
funding for voke schools

A bill to secure 50 percent state 
funding for regional vocational 
schools is being pushed by 
members of the Shawsheen Tech 
School Committee and 
Superintendent / Director Charles 
Lyons, Senate Bill 1826, formerly 
271, is expected to be on the Senate 
agenda when that legislative body 
reconvenes after a brief recess. 
“The bill is absolutely critical to 
Wilmington," said Kevin Sowyrda, 
vice-chair of the Tech School 
Committee. Sowyrda explained if

the bill passes, it could go a long 
way toward easing the burden on 

” the five towns which continue to 
Pay increased assessment support to 
the Tech. 

Originally, when Wilmington, 
Tewksbury, Burlington, Billerica 
and Bedford got together to form 
the Tech, the state picked up half of 
the expense.

An 11 
lot subdivision is being planned, 
and the plan was discussed July 28 
by the Wilmington Planning Board, 

Kevin MacDonald, the developer, 
has named the development 
“Treasure Hill.” Lot sizes vary 
from 20,00 to 40,000 square feet. 
Devil's Den is on the property, on a 
lot facing Andover Street. The cave 
will be at the back corner of the lot, 
and protected from any changes by 
virtue of being close to the lot line, 
and thus with the "setback area.”

Frankly speaking

An investigation is now in order concerning the 

relationship between the town manager and the 

conservation commission. The controversy concerning 

the dismissal of Ella Bellmore by Mr. Stapezynski is 

controversial enough. But add to that the fact that she is 

still owed a significant amount of money, and that the 

commission is now being kept from approving its own 

expenditures. Accordingly, a thorough review of the 
situation is now merited. 

Ella Bellmore, having served the town as a clerk to the 
commission for thirteen years, was abruptly fired by the 
manager after a dispute involving the new conservation 
administrator. Consequently, Mrs. Bellmore, like any 
other employee in a similar situation, was concerned with 
receiving her final paycheck. However, the town mangger 
has withheld payment on 80 work hours. 

As was her practice for thirteen years, Ella Bellmore had 
obtained the signatures of a majority of the seven members 
of the conservation commission, for whom she worked, 
approving her payroll. But when the voucher was 
submitted to the town manager, Mrs. Bellmore was 
refused her pay for 80 work hours, because the manager 
demanded specific justification as to exactly what work 
was done for that given time. In political terms, we call 
this ‘busting someone.’ Or, perhaps more accurately, we 
call it unprofessional public administration. In over a 
decade of working for the town, Mrs. Bellmore states that 
she had never been required to submit such a breakdown of 
her work, and was given no advance notice that such would 
now be required. 

Here we have Ella Bellmore, who by her own account 
and that of the conservation commission, was dismissed 
with political undertones, Then, when she is out of a job, 
the top man at town hall tells her to delineate exactly what 
she did for eighty hours of work time, despite the fact that 
the conservation commission had already approved the 
voucher in writing. Mrs. Bellmore has in fact submitted a 
legitimate payroll voucher signed by conservation 
commissioners, who have taken an oath of office to serve 
the citizens of Wilmington. They would not have 
approved the pay voucher submitted by Bellmore in the 
first place, were it not for legitimate hours. And, she 
submitted her time card just as she had done for the past 13 
years. For Mr. Stapczynski to embargo her pay is a direct 
insult to the members of the conservation commission, and 
an unwarranted practice. Furthermore, Ella Bellmore was 
dismissed without legitimate cause. The town manager 
should not be adding insult to injury by withholding her 
last paycheck. She should be paid immediately. 

And yet another issue of great concem is a radical change 
which has been implemented in the financial practices of 
the conservation commission, negatively effecting its 
autonomy. It had been past practice that the commission 
signed for all expenditures, in accordance with their 
bylaws of 1973. This is as one would expect. However, 
since January of 1986, when Libby Sabounjian was hired 
as the new conservation administrator, the commission was 
informed by the town manager that Sabounjian would take 
over all expenditures, independently. According to Chet 
Bruce, chairman of the commission, "For the ten years 
I've been there, it's always taken four members." And, 
referring to the town manager directing that the 
conservation administrator take over all expenditures on 
her own, Bruce said, "I would definitely say that it's not 
what we have in our bylaws." 

As such, a system of checks and balances has been 
eliminated which for many years haseworked very 
effectively. Tax dollars that are spent only after the 
majority vote of a board, is much safer fiscal management 
than giving an individual administrator carte blanche, The 
finance committee should be the first to protest this 
change, which has unfortunately taken place. 

Finally, as the role of the commission is vital in 
protecting the community from excessive development, it 
is essential that politics not win out here. Bellmore's 
dismissal has still to be justified to the taxpayers. 
Secondly, it is the conservation commission, whose first 
loyalty is to.the townspeople, which should be approving 
commission expenditures; and not a new administrator 
who is obviously loyal to one man, The politics will 
probably continue, until an investigation is‘conducted and 
the town manager is taken off his crusade against the 
conservation commission members. But none of this will 
dissuade the dedication of those who simply want to serve 
the community. Chet Bruce probably put it best when he 
said, "My interest is conservation.”

Fifteen years ago Mike Barry was 
addicted to heroin. Nine years ago 
he was an alcoholic, and eight years 
ago he was smoking two packs of 
cigarettes a day. 

On Saturday, Sept, 12, Barry will 
join some 400 other triathletes to 
compete in the Fifth Annual Cape 
Cod Endurance Triathlon 
beginning at 7 a.m. on Craigville 
Beach in Centerville. This 
endeavor will take him 10 1/2 to 11 
hours to complete and will cover 
more than 140 miles. 

This is not Mike Barry's first 
Ironman distance triathlon 
(2.4-mile swim; 112-mile bike; 
26.2-mile run). In fact, it's his 
third. This year, Mike is competing 
solely to raise money for the 
benefit of the Family Inn in 
Brookline, Mass. The Family Inn is 
the brainstorm of Charlie and 
Marilyn Fiske, parents of Jamie 
Fiske who received an emergency 
liver transplant five years ago. The 
Inn, and old Victorian home 
needing in excess of $600,000 in 
renovations, will house up to 10 
families who are in the Boston area 
awaiting a transplant for a family 
member. 

Mike Barry, 38, who suffers 
from liver disease, the result of 
many years of drug and alcohol 
addiction, feels a personal 
commitment to the success of the 
Family Inn and hopes to raise as 
much as $14,000 through personal 
and corporate pledges. 

“The ‘wiathlon gives me the 
opportunity to give something back 
to society. It allows me to use my 
athletic ability to help alleviate 
some of the suffering that others 
experience. The money I raise will 
put us that much closer to realizing 
the reality of the Family Inn.” He 
added, “This is my way of saying 
thank you to the many people who 
contributed to my rehabilitation.” 

Mike Barrytlives in Dorchester 
and is a junior majoring in 


the program many years of 
experience in football programs in 
both high school and college levels 
Linda has many years experience as 
both a cheerleader and team captain 
and has been involved in basketball 
and football. 

Their talent should go a long way 
to contributing ‘to the success of the 
Pop Warmer Football Program this 
year.

_ One of the most amazing critters 
in local waters is ~ of all things -- 
the lowly and annoying eel. 

The American Eel (the Latin 
name isn't important) is a wide- 
spread and hardy little beastie 
Virtually every body of fresh water 
on this side ‘of the Appalachian 
Mountains, and quite a few puddles 
to the west, is bound to hold eels. 

, Anyone who's tried bottom-fishing 
for horned pout or catfish has 
surely run afoui of the occasional 
eel, more often than not followed 
by a blue-hot stream of curses, 

One of my recent fishing trips to 
the Merrimack River, in fact, 
produced nothing but eels while 
fishing bottom. My hope of tying 
into huge catfish was dashed by the 
non-stop eel action, Worse still, 
eels put up as much fight on a 
fishing line as any combat boot 

What's truly amazing, though, is 
the breeding habits of eels. All 
American eels -- repeat all - 
migrate to the Sargasso Sea, in the 
middle of the Adantic Ocean, when 
the time comes for romance. 

That means the eel has quite a 
journey to make for breeding 
purposes, I've caught eels in some 
pretty isolated ponds, ones with no 
known outlet streams, and it was 
surprising to learn that eels migrate 
to the sea, The biology textbook 
says eels will slither across wet 
grass if need be to reach seagoing 
streams, but I've never had the 
dubious honor of finding an eel 
Cutting across my yard, 

Wouldn't that be a thrill to step on 
in the dark, with bare feet? Hmm! 

While they may look like snakes, 
eels are in fact part of a family all 
to themselves. Eels have gills and 
breathe water, and are covered 
with thick protective slime. Snakes 
have neither. 

But while the eel may have few 
relatives, the species gets along 
quite well, thank you. Eels are a 
top food item for all sorts of fresh 
and salt water predators, notably 
the striped bass of coastal waters. 
Stripers just love eels, especially 
those under two feet long. Three 
feet long is about the maximum for 
eels, and while I've seen recipies 
for eel dishes, I'd prefer to wait 
until I'm in a more adventirous 
culinary mood 

Here's another unusual bit of eel 
arcana, which appeared some years 
ago while thumbing through a 
long-forgotten magazine. It seems 
that baby eels -- called elvers -- are 
but a fraction of an inch long and 
grow to around three feet. This 
article stated that an oceanic survey 
vessel once netted what was 
considered to be a normal elver in 
all aspects -- except that the

located 450 feet southeasterly of the 
Stickney well. The “plume,” the 
report indicates, is now flowing 
southeasterly toward the Ipswich 
River, but would flow toward the 
Stickney well, if that well were 
operating. 

A second contaminant area, the 
report goes on to say, is north of 
Fordham Road, located on 
property owned by the Aleppo 
Temple in Wilmington. Low levels 
of trichloroethylene and 1,1,1- 
trichloroethane were detected at 
one well (MW 6A). This 
contamination is presently flowing 
northward, away from the Stickney 
well, but is located close to the 
groundwater divide that would 
exist when the well is operating. 
MW 6A is about 75 feet from Park 
Street, in an area set aside for 
emergency traffic. 

The third contaminant area, 
according to the report, is at 
MW-3, located on property leased 
by the Honeywell Corp. Very high 
concentrations of xylenes and other 
hydrocarbons were detected. 

The extent of the "plume" has not

been identified as of the date of the 
report, as no other wells have been 
located with these contaminants.

Reading historyPart Ill 
Reading's homes and hearths

READING — Dead horses 
may hang from railroad gates 

Women may want to fight 
wars. 

And a group of local 
musicians may even sail the 
Atlantic with the hope of 
amusing an unsmiling queen. 

The year 1861 was a banner 
one for the musical and the 
fervent of this town. 

A group of Reading singers - 
“Father Kemp's Old Folks” - 
had been invited to perform 


before the sometimes 
notoriously unamusable Queen 
Victoria 

Unhappily, the death of the 
queen's mother, the Duchess of 
Kent, threw the British court 
into mourning. Father Kemp's 
Old Folks, a group of singers 
who appeared “in costumes out 


of Reading's attics,"” and whose 
European tour was not a

reportedly wroth because she 
could not erlist as a Union 
soldier - insisted on paying for 
a substitute to perform her 
military service 

During the Civil War men 
chosen in the draft “‘who wished 
to be excused from service,” 
had the option of buying a 
replacement, according to 
Reading historian C. Nelson 
Bishop. 

As a woman, Emily Ruggles 
“was not eligible for the draft 
and apparently regretted that 
she could not enlist. Being 
denied a place in the ranks by 
reason of her sex, she chose this 
way of service,"’ wrote Bishop, 
Historian of the Reading An- 
tiquarian Society 

It was also Bishop, in a series 
of articles on Reading history 
written in 1956, who provided 
the dope on the dead horse at 
the gates. 

A railroad tower had been 
installed in 1900 to guard the 
Main and Ash street crossings 
and operate the railroad gates, 
according to Bishop: 

“On Jan. 24, 1903 one of 
George Lang’s hack horses 
wandered onto the tracks and 
was hit by an express. It was nat 
until the tower man tried to 
raise the gates that he was 
aware anything had happened. 
The gates would not rise so he 
went down to investigate and 
found the dead horse hanging on 
one of them.”

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“Reading teen competes

When Steve Worley won a 
spot on the five-member 1987 
U.S. Physics Team right after 
graduating from Reading High 
School in June, he never 
dreamed that he'd be 
celebrating te Fourth of July 
in a German castle amid steak, 
French Fries and fireworks 
over the Rhine — or that he'd 
soon consider graham crackers 
a food fit for kings, and scotch 
tape a luxury item 

Yet as one of approximately 
150 participants from about 30 
countries in the XVIIIth In: 
ternational Physics Olympiad 
in Jena, East Germany, he 
happily underwent just such a 
medley of international ex 
periences and is eager to talk 
about them. ‘'l can’t believe so 
many of the students spoke 
English," he says. 

Although the Olympiad is in 
its 18th year, the U.S. has 
participated in it only twice 
Modeled after the Olympic 
Games, its playing field is a 
two-part physics examination 
on theoretical and experimental 
problems which provide as 
much challenge to the young 


physicists involved as any 
physical hurdle they could 
imagine 


Last year, the U.S. won three 
bronze medals the best 
showing ever by any team in the 
Olympiad for the first time 
This year, the team composed 
of 18-year-old Worley and four 
other teens from California, 
Michigan, South Carolina, and 
Tennessee also brought home 


the bronze — in the form of 
three individual third-place 
awards. 


What is most amazing about 
the strong U.S. showing again 
this year is that when it comes 
to physics, the U.S. is an un- 
derdeveloped country. At least 
that's the opinion of the 
President of the American 
Association of Physics 
Teachers, Dr. Jack Wilson who 
often cites the far greater op 
portunities te study physics 
available to other students 
throughout the world. American 
high schools do not require 
students to take physics while 
most countries participating in 
the Olympiad do. Olympiad 
participants may not yet be 
enrolled at a college or 
university — no problem at all 
for the many other countries 
where students stay in secon- 
dary schools until the age of 19. 
However, the brightest of their 
American counterparts often 
gravitate toward and enroll in 
universities at ages 15 or 16 — 
thereby becoming ineligible for 
the Olympiad. 

In June, Worley attended the 
University of Maryland for 10 
days as one of 20 team 
semifinalists selected from 
among thousands of eligible 
high school physics students. 
The session was the vehicle for 
both training and selecting the 
final five who would represent 
America at the Olympiad. What 
is most amazing about Worley's 
making the team at all is his 
lack of formal academic 
training in physics — compared 
to that of 18 of the semifinalists 
and his actual teammates. 

Those teammates are 
veterans of advanced 
placement courses and a year of 
some type of college-level 
Physics. Worley has had only 
one year of regular high school 
Physics plus a bit more at

What do you do in a thunderstorn ? 


Each year there are about 150 8 
people killed by lightning in this 
country. 

Lightning strikes the earth 
thousands of times each minute 
of every day, but chances are 
very slim that anyone will ever 
be: hit according to Thurston 
Handley, Horticulture 
Specialist with the Middlesex 
County Cooperative Extension 

There are several places and 
objects that should be avoided if 
a thunderstorm develops, such 
as trees, open water, tractors, 
open fields or golf courses and 
the telephone. 

Anyone caught out in a 
thunderstorm, feeling a sen- 
sation like their hair is standing 
on end, should hit the ground. It 
is possible that they may be 
getting set up to become a 
lightning target 

According to the “Lightning 
Protection Institute’ lying on 
the ground will probably cease 
to make that person the highest 
object, and the strike may 
bypass them and seek another 
target. 
divans tains heii HERE ARE SOME EXAMPLES 

1. Do not take shelter under a LSS; oman 
tree or any other tall object. 

2. Avoid shelter in isolated 
sheds in open areas. 

3. Avoid hilltops. Go to a low 
place such as a valley or ravine, 
but do not stand in water. 

4. Get away from metal ob- 
jects such as fences, towers or 
clotheslines. They could carry 
an electrical charge from some 
distance away. 

5. Stop tractor work! Tractors 
and other implements in 
metalic contact with the ground 
are good targets for lightning. 


In a forest area, seek 
shelter under a thick grove of 
small trees in a low area. 

Anyone who is indoors during 
athunderstorm 

1. Stay inside. Don’t go out 
unless it is necessary. A modern 
steel building that has a good 
lightning rod system is the best 
protection.

world — got along famously; 
talking physics or physics 
puzzles, politics, and friendship. 
By the end of the week, they 
were making plans to meet 
again, perhaps in Sweden as 
Nobel Prize winners; and they 
were exchanging gifts — pins of 
every kind and description, tee 
shirts from the Bulgarians, stop 
watches from the 
Czechoslovakians, pens from 
Kuwait, postcards from the 
Soviet Union. They were 
trading aluminum coins from 
East Germany, quarters, 
rubles, nickels, marks, and 
addresses. 

At the beginning of the 
competition each student was 
given about $30 worth of money 
from the East German hosts 
which translated, according to 
Worley, into about $200 worth of 
food — if you could find 
something you liked. ‘'The one 
brand of ‘scotch tape’ was about 
50 times more expensive than 
soda,” he says. “Oni the last 
night, we had to spend all our 
leftover money because we 
couldn't take it out of the 
country. Of course, everything 
was closed so I had to use it for 
about 10 huge bars of East 
German milk chocolate."” 

Now that he’s home again, it's 
hard to determine just what 
Worley is proudest of a 
seemingly innate ability to 
solve the types of problems he 
encountered in Jena or his 
career at Reading High where 
he co-founded, on the spur of the 
moment, the Alien Intelligence 
Society. ‘It meets every decade 
and will hold its first gathering 
in 1988," he says. “We have a 
very large board of directors 
because members can 
nominate themselves — and 
every member is, of course, an 
officer.” 

Worley's enthusiasm _ per- 
vades his every activity 
writing for the school literary 
magazine, jogging, biking, 
working during the school year 
as a payroll supervisor at a 
Harvard Square restaurant 
and is matched only by that of 
his teachers who predict that we 
will all hear from him someday 
in a very big way. On a slightly 
different wave length, his 
mother considers him a master 
of understatement when it 
comes to his own ac 
complishments. 

In between the “Olympics” 
and New Mexico Institute of 
Technology which he will attend 
in the fall, Worley can be found 
this summer once again in a 
lab, hard-at-work collecting and 
analyzing data for an MIT. 
sponsored project on spec: 
trometers. Just look for the 
Olympiad tee-shirt inscribed 
with formulas even he is ‘just 
beginning to understand” and 
the ready smile — and then 
listen for the delightful laugh.

dead horses. Reading’s broader 
development had begun nearly 
a century before George Lang’s 
hack met its end. 

Editor Nancy Seavey (‘The 
Story of Reading Government 
Through 1975") provides a 
sketch of the town three years 
shortly after its severance from 
present-day Wakefield (South 
Reading): 

“*... pieture Reading as it was 
about 1815, three years after 
separation. Standing just below 
the Reading Common at about 
the corner of present Haven and 
Main Street, we face north 
toward Andover. Directly in 
front of us is the first church 
built in our part of the town — 
the church of the Third Parish 
... There are a few scattered 
houses along the Salem road. 

“Lowell, Salem and Woburn 
Streets. are just dirt roads 
suitable for wagon or ox carts. 
Connecting Lowell and Salem 
Streets is a bridle path which 
crosses back of the church. 

“Looking around a bit we find 
almost unbroken stretches of 
farmland.” 

Just a decade earlier, 
Seavey'’s vantage point would 
not even have included a Main 
Street. 

In 1806, Bishop reports, a 
group of businessmen organized 
a company “‘to build a toll road 
to be known as the Andover- 
Medford Turnpike. In Reading 
it was to become our Main 
Street and, although the town 
meeting expressed itself as 
opposed to a toll road through 
the town, the turnpike was 
authorized and allowed to in. 
corporate.” 

The opening of the toll road to 
small stage lines gave a boost to 
Reading manufacturing, in- 
cluding cabinet and furniture 
making, the manufacture of 
boots and shoes, and a product 
devised in Reading by Nathan 
Weston, who began making hats 
in 1812 and is credited with 
inventing the silk hat 

‘The coming of the railroad in 
1845 gave the largest impetus to 
manufacturing, according to

A history of Reading 


Edwin Conklin’s ‘Middlesex 
County and its People,” 
4 the years following 
the Civil War marked the 
greatest progress.” 

Yet the “progress which 
Conklin relates was not seen as 
Progress by all, according to 
Bishop: 


“While the railroad may hav 
offered an impetus to indust?¥, 
it also began to give the town a 
bedroom-of-Boston place on the 
commercial map. People 
moved ‘out to the country’ and 
had 20-minute railroad service 
to their employment in the big 
city... 

“This class of citizen in 
general never has been too 
eager to have industry invade 
the town. Such folks have been 
tolerant of small industry but 
never have ‘eaned to the en- 
couragement of factories... 

“Even today (1956) we hear 
discussion at hearings and at 
town meeting of the advantages 
or disadvantages of having 
industrial plants within the 
town’s borders and aginst the 
plea of tax relief we hear the 
demand that we keep our town a 
community of homes. 

“While this difference was 
mounting at mid-century, local 
industry was still dealing with 
far-off markets and prospering. 
The Civil War made sharp 
changes. Both the shoe and 
cabinetmaking industries were 
enjoying trade with distant 
customers, many of them in the 
Southern States. This trade was 
cut off by the war and the 
depression was sharply felt by 
1863. After the war the trade 
was never revived. From then 
on the balance of growth within 
the town has been on the home 
side rather than the industrial."" 

And so Reading remains 
today. 

Yet if the themes of home and 
hearth seem too tame a close to 
this brief history of Reading, 
Bishop's work provides a more 
stirring end, with a tale of the 
trolley culled from turn-of-the- 
century pages of the Reading 
Chronicle

“The editor of the Chronicle 
was most pleased to accept the 
invitation for the first 
ride to Stoneham, Saturday, 
May 25, 1895. Practically every 
lurch in the journey was 
reported after the celebrities 
boarded the car at the corner of 
Main and Haven Streets. 

For the gala occasion, 
“Business was suspended 
everywhere during the passage 
of the car. The shopkeepers and 
salesmen gathered in doors and 
windows; the necktie girls cast 
sunshine over the occupants of 
the car by favoring glances ... 

“Somewhere down Main 
Street a tree limb which had 
fallen across the track had to be 
removed. In the process poor 
Col. Woodward's brand new up- 
to-date straw hat had canker 
worms gathered upon it ‘as flies 
are wont to assemble on the 
‘stopple of a molasses jug.’ 

“The trolley, a mode of 
transportation started on its 
career with such pomp and 
promise, was doomed to be 
short lived. Buses were early 
put on this line, perhaps by 1920, 
but the tracks were left, first 
exposed, then under macadam, 
as a reminder of the electric 
cars’ brief days. During World 
War II the tracks were finally 
removed from Haven Street for 
salvage. 

“An epoch had ended," 

And so it had. George Lang's 
hack was gone, along with 
Emily Ruggles and Queen 
Victoria. Sledge Woods and 
Dividence Meadows had given 
way to house lots and what was 
once Wood End had long since 
turned to Reading. 

And so it ends in residence, 
home and hearth, after all.

“Things are humming these 
days in vanilla corner,” says 
Gregg Hart of McCormick and 
Co., Ine., a major producer of 
spices and flavorings. 

He points out a bank of seven 
large, green, stainless-steel 
tanks along one wall of the 


company’s extract plant. A 
murky, dark-brown liquid 
splashes behind the small, 


porthole-like windows on the 
front of each tank. 

“The tanks function much 
like home coffee makers," Hart 
explains. “But what we have 
percolating is a mixture of 
crushed vanilla extract. Our 
tanks operate most of’ the 
year.” 


Importers and manufacturers 
have been working overtime to 
satisfy America's growing 
appetite for real vanilla. The 
chemical structure of the 
vanilla bean is so complex that 
not all the components that 
contribute to its distinct flavor 


and aroma have yet been 
identified 
The irresistible flavoring 


comes from a small, yellowish- 
green orchid, the only one of 
thousands of orchid species that 
produces edible fruit. More than 
90 percent of the world’s vanilla 
comes from Madagascar and 
the Comoro Islands, in the In- 
Wian Ocean, and from In- 
donesia 

U.S. vanilla-bean imports last 
year totaled 1,100 tons valued at 
more than $58.5 million, com- 
pared with 817 tons valued at 
$47.5 million in 1985. 

Chat Nielsen Jr., president of 
Nielsen-Massey Vanillas, a 
manufacturer in Lake Forest, 
Ill, ‘attributes the surge in 
imports in recent years to the 
explosive growth of the gourmet 
ice cream industry, which uses 
only real vanilla’ “Sales of 
artificially flavored vanilla 
products have been flat," he 
says. 

Vanilla accounted for almost 
a third of the record 924 million

gallons of ice cream produced 
in the United States last year. 
“We give them all these flavors, 
and they still prefer vanilla,” 
Says Becky Davenport of the 
International Ice Cream 
Association. “There are still a 
Jot of purists out there." 

But vanilla does a lot more 
than sell ice cream. It flavors 
baked goods and colas, adds 
aroma to perfumes, and gives a 
special taste to some liqueurs. 


“One of our more offbeat 
customers is a big tobacco 
company,” says Nielsen. “I 


think they scent some of their 
pipe mixtures with vanilla.” 


VANILLA, 

MEET CHOCOLATE 
Vanilla even finds its way into 
many products flavored by its 
major taste competitor, 
chocolate. The happy marriage 
of vanilla and chocolate was 
consummated by the Aztecs of 
Mexico, who concocted a drink 
that blended vanilla pods and 
cocoa beans long before the first 
Europeans arrived in the New 
World. 

Sixteenth-century Spanish 
conquistadores returned 
samples of vanilla to the Old 
World, where the flavoring 
eventually became a hit on its 
own. 

England's Queen Elizabeth | 
doted on vanilla, Other 17th- 
century Europeans valued it for 
more than its taste, using the 
bean to treat indigestion, 
headaches, and “anemic and 
exhausted young women.” 

Thomas Jefferson is credited 
with beginning America’s love 
affair with vanilla. He was so 
taken with its fragrance and 
flavor that he brought a supply 
of vanilla beans from France in 
1789, when he returned to 
Philadelphia, one of the new 
nation's temporary _ capitals 
The town was soon abuzz with 
stories of his exotic desserts. 

Europeans hoping to 
capitalize on the vanilla craze 
smuggled cuttings out of 
Mexico in the 18th century, but 
with little success. Despite the 
best efforts of horticulturists, 
the orchids stubbornly refused
